PREVIOUS CERTIFICATION: Is this monument perpetuated by the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office? 


Yes. The pipe that previously monumented this corner was approved by the Monroe County Surveyor Review Board on 
July 5, 2011. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

Monroe County Surveyor W.Alexander set a stone at this corner in 1866 per the legal survey filed in Legal Survey 
Book 2, page 131. In 1972, Henry Dorman set a 24” x 1” galvanized iron pipe with plastic plug in top stamped 
“DORMAN RLS 9923” at this corner. Mr. Dorman frequently witnessed found stones with pipes, so it is possible that 
there was also a stone next to the pipe. In 1975, Raymond Graham held a stone at the intersection of fences to the north, 
south, and east. Mr. Graham did not mention Mr. Dorman’s pipe. In 1977, Lee Utt held a stone at the fence intersection, 
again with no mention of Mr. Dorman’s pipe. In 2010, Matthew Badger accepted the Dorman pipe with no mention of 
the stone. All physical evidence of the pipe, the stone, and any fence remains was destroyed by construction of 
Interstate 69. The iron pin found is a standard INDOT section corner monument that was set to replace the Dorman 
pipe. Dimensions from the Graham survey indicate that the stone could have been up to 3.15 feet north of the pipe. 
However, based on the frequency with which we find Dorman pipes next to stones, it is possible the Dorman pipe was 
set as a witness to the stone. We accepted the INDOT monument as the best evidence of the corner.
